SHOPPING CENTER DEFEATED 


Wilmington 


WILMINGTON: By # unanimous 
vote at Monday’s town meet- 
ing, the Town will have # 
new 25-room intermediate 
school in North Wilmington 
which supposedly will be 
ready by September of '1962. 

Had just a majority vote 
been necessary, Wilmington 
would now be on its way to 
having a new shopping cen- 
ter located at the inte: 
section of West & Lowell 
Streets. However, the 279 
voters who favored the i 
sue lost the motion to the 

274 who opposed it, 
because an article of this 
sort requires at least @ 
two-thirds majority. 

‘The sum of fifty thousand 
dollars was cut from the 
school appropriation upon @ 
recommendation of the fi- 
nance committee. This action 
was taken on an amendment 
following a lengthy debate 
during which Mr.Curtin of 
the finance committee scr 
cused members of the per- 
manent building committee 
of withholding information 
necessary to them prior to 
the town meeting. Mr, Bab- 
cock of Woburn St. stated 


that he felt the discussion 
of a few minor financial 
items appearing on a bro- 
chure provided, was unne- 
cessary. He felt that such 
things should have been 
thrashed out beforehand by 
the boards which represent 
the people.
